While various expeditions are fitting 
©ut to penetrate the far north it is in­ 
teresting to note that the antarctic re­ 
gions, on the opposite surface of the 
globe, are not to be neglected. 
No le«s 
than throe exploring parties are being 
prepared to cross the g n a t lee barrier 
that guards the south pole. The heads 
of these do not expressly state that 
their object is the finding of the south 
pole, but give as the reason for their 
expeditions the exploration of the little 
known antarctic regions. They will all 
try. however, to penetrate as far south 
as possible. 
The three antarctic exploring parties 
that will set out in tin* near future are 
British, German and Swedish. 
The 
British and German expeditions are 
about on a par in size, while the 
Swedes are content with one on a more 
modest scale. 
Leading the British par­ 
ty is Captain Robert Falcon Scott of 
the royal navy. 
Ills ship is known as 
the Discovery. At the head of tin* Ger­

Drygalski,

Swedish party, headed by Dr. Otto 
Xordouskjold, a nephew of the famous 
polar explorer of the same name, will 
sail on a vessel called the Antarctic.

Great Britain’s party will be the first 
to start for the southern sea. The Dis­ 
covery. which has 11 ie honor of being 
the first vessel to be built expressly for 
an antarctic voyage, was launched re­ 
cently. and her tilting up is being rap­ 
idly completed. She is the sixth of hor 
name, but is better fitted than any of 
lier predecessors to carry out the idea 
expressed in it. 
The Discovery is a 
j very strong vessel. The explorers and 
I scientists who are to sail on lier are all 
( men who have gained international 
' fame in polar exploration.

The fitting out of this British antarc- 
j tic expedition is boing paid for partly 
by the government and partly by the 
j Royal Geographical society.

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W hat It Means to Cow­ 
boys and Cattle 
Owners. 


From the Rio G rande to the northern 
Missouri, from the swam p bottom s of 
the rivers th at how east to the Missis­ 
sippi to the foothills of the Rockies, 
there are excitem ent and picturesque 
movem ent these days, for this is the 
tim e of the spring round up. 
Any one 
who has been in the west knows th at 
that m eans work and hustle in unlim ­ 
ited quantities. 
The spring round up 
is the great event of the year on the 
ranches of the plains and prairies, for 
then does the cattle raiser first learn 
w hether his herds have increased in 
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t*rs. Albany, leg broken; A. W. Crots- 
ley. Albany, burt internally; George 
Lane. Albany, badly cut; Fred Her­ 
zog. Albany, shoulder dislocated. 
The scene of the accident was a 
point about two miles out of G reen­ 
bush, on the line of the Albany and 
Hudson railway.

whether the storm s of w inter and other 
causes have w rought havoc with his 
prospects. 
To the farm er of the east, with his 
com paratively few acres of land, the 
Increase or decrease of his herds is 
easily ascertained. 
H erds in tile east 
seldom num ber more than loo head, 
and the easterner provides for his cat­ 
tle shelter during tile winter. 
At most 
the rattle of the east may w ander to 
the confines of a 40, CO or KH) acre lot. 
Not so witli the w estern boyitics. 
The w estern rnneher houses neither his 
horses nor his cattle. 
H e turns his 
herds of thousands out to shift for 
them selves, to grub a living out on tile 
prairies or am ong the foothills. 
The 
cattle of the w estern man w ander 50 or 
IOO miles or som etim es an even greater 
distance in search of food and w ater. 
They shift for them selves, and natural­ 
ly, not knowing or caring who is the 
separate ow ner of euch herd, they m in­ 
gle and interm ingle until much or all 
distinction of herd is lost. 
It is to separate one m an’s property 
from another’s and to allot to each his 
proportionate share of the Increase or 
decrease of tile herds th a t have w an­ 
dered over a common “range” that the 
round up takes place. 
It is at the round ups ih at tho calves 
are branded and the beeves intended 
for m arket are sorted out and driven 
to the shipping points. 
It is then that 
the hardest work of the cowboys is 
done, requiring many consecutive hours 
of rem aining in tile saddle. 
The beginning of the work is the 
gathering of all the cattle on the com­ 
mon “range” into one place, known as 
the corral. 
Sometimes this consists of 
an inclosure surrounded by a w ire 
fence, but whenever possible a natural 
corral is preferred by the cattlem en, 
since no fence ever built could w ith­ 
stand the rush of a bunch of thou­ 
sands of frightened cattle. 
The n atu ­ 
ral corral consists of a canyon w ith a 
wide mouth at one end and a narrow 
aperture at the other. 
Into one or the 
other kind of corral all the cattle from 
one natural range are driven. 
In gathering the cattle tile herders, 
the fa r fam ed “cowboys,” start at vari­ 
ous points on the circum ference of a 
circle of such size as is believed to con­ 
tain all of tin1 cattle of one grazing dis­ 
trict. 
This circle may be anyw here 
from IOU to 500 miles or over in diame-

ter. The cowboys ride tow ard the cen­ 
ter, collecting all tile cattle they can 
and driving them tow ard the corral.

m ust be said that, although farm s are 
gradually encroaching on the grazing 
districts and more and more ranches 
are being inclosed, still the round up 
and the cowboy are not by any means 


things of the past, as is sometimes 
saitl. On the hundreds of thousands of 
square miles still unfenced several mil­ 
lion blad of cattle and sheep are still 
grazing and will continue to do so for 
a long tim e to come. 
A fter the cattle are all herded togeth­ 
er in the corral comes the really ardu­ 
ous part of the work. This is tile sort­ 
ing out of the various bunches of cattle 
belonging to each ranch according to 
the brand and tile branding of the ad­ 
ditions to the herds. Brands are alw ays 
registered with tile state authorities. 
The num ber of cattle owned 
and 
branded by each ranchm an is also reg­ 
istered after each round lip. 
At tile 
succeeding round up all tile cattle in a 
congregated herd are counted, and if 
Hie num ber does not tally w ith tin* reg­ 
istered aggregate it is apparent th at a 
loss lias occurred. N aturally losses are 
found only at the spring round up, sel­ 
dom at th at in tile fall. The loss is ap­ 
portioned to each ow ner in tile ratio of 
tin* num ber of cattle turned loose by 
him at the beginning of w inter to tile 
num ber of cattle found alive in the 
spring unless it is possible to decide 
positively that the loss has occurred 
among the cattle of a certain owner. 
The increase is also divided propor­ 
tionately. 
In the fall round up the calves which 
are brought into the corrals w ith the 
herd are divided in the sam e way 
among all the ranchm en belonging to 
the “range” in a ratio based upon the 
num ber of producing anim als turned 
loose in the spring. 
Tile tim e of tile mi'll during tile round 
lip is taken up w ith keeping the cattle 
together, “cutting out” the beef steers 
and cows and calves and branding tin* 
unm arked anim als. 
The latter opera­ 
tion is done by lassoing tile anim al by 
tin* horns and hind legs and then 
throw ing it over on one side. 
The 
trained ponies which hold tile lariats 
taut and thus prevent the struggles of 
the roped beef are here of much serv­ 
ice. 
W ith a long handled iron heated 
to a w hite heat and hearing on its flat 
surface distinctive m arks or letters the 
cowboy burns into tile anim al’s flank or 
side the m ark of its owner. 
Many 
times the efforts of the others are need­ 
ed to prevent the cows from getting at 
their bellowing offspring. 
A fter the round lip the anim als in­ 
tended for consumption are driven to 
the towns, and the others are again 
turned loose on the range. 
It is after 
delivering the “bunches” of cattle at 
tin* shipping points that tile cowboys 
have the hilarious tim e so often heard 
of.

whether the storms of winter aud other 
causes have wrought havoc with his 
prospects. 
To the farm er of the east, with his 
comparatively few acres of hind. the 
increase or decrease of his herds is 
easily ascertained. 
Herds in the east 
seldom number more than BKI head. 
and the easterner provides for his cat­ 
tle shelter during the winter. 
At most 
the cuttle of the east may wander to 
the confines of a 40, (X) or BK) acre lot. 
Not so with the western borities. 
The western rancher houses neither His 
horses nor his cattle. 
H e turns his 
herds of thousands out to shift for 
themselves, to grub a living out on the 
prairies or among the foothills. 
The 
cattle of the western man wander .To or 
IOO miles or sometimes an even greater 
distance in search of food and water. 
They shift for themselves, and natural­ 
ly, not knowing or earing who is the 
separate owner of each herd, they min­ 
gle and intermingle until much or all 
distinction of herd is lost. 
It is to separate one man’s property 
from another’s and to allot to each His 
proportionate share of the increase or 
decrease of the herds that have w an­ 
dered over a common “range” that the 
round up takes place. 
It is at the round ups that the calves 
are branded and the beeves intended 
for m arket are sorted out and driven 
to the shipping points. 
It is then that 
the hardest work of the cowboys is 
done, requiring many consecutive hours 
of remaining in the saddle. 
The beginning of the work is the 
gathering of all the cattle on the com­ 
mon “range” into one place, known as 
the corral. 
Sometimes this consists of 
an inclosure surrounded by a wire 
fence, hut whenever possible a natural 
corral is preferred by the cattlemen, 
since no fence ever built could w ith­ 
stand the rush of a bunch of thou­ 
sands of frightened cattle. 
The natu­ 
ral corral consists of a canyon w it ii a 
wide mouth at one end and a narrow 
aperture at tile other. 
Into one or the 
other kind of corral all the cattle from 
one natural range an* driven. 
In gathering the cattle the herders, 
the far famed “cowboys." start at vari­ 
ous points on tin* circumference of a 
circle of such size as is believed to con­ 
tain all of tin* cattle of one grazing dis­ 
trict. 
This circle may he anywhere 
from IOU to BOO miles or over in diaine- 


thincrs of the past, as is sometimes 
said. On the hundreds of thousands of 
square miles still unfenced several mil­ 
lion head of cattle and sheep are still 
grazing and will continue to do so for 
a long time to come. 
After the* cattle are nil herded togeth­ 
er in tin* corral comes tin* really ardu- | ^ o 
ohs part of tin* work. This is the soil­ 
ing out of the various hunches of cattle ! 
belonging to each ranch according to 
tile nrnml and the branding of the ad- \ 4 
ditions to the herds. Brands are always 
registered with the state authorities. 
The number of 
cattle owned 
and 
branded bv cadi ranchman is also reg­ 
istered after each round up. 
At the 
succeeding round tip all the cattle in a 
congregated herd are counted, and if 
tile number does not tally with tin* reg­ 
istered aggregate it is apparent that a 
loss lias occurred. 
Naturally losses are 
found only at the spring round up. sel­ 
dom at that in the fall. The loss is ap­ 
portioned to each owner in the ratio of 
tin* number of cattle turned loose by 
him at the beginning of winter to tin* 
number of cattle found olive in the 
spring unless it is possible to decide 
positively that the loss has occurred 
among the cattle (rf a certain owner. 
The increase Is also divided propor­ 
tionately. 
In the fall round up the calves which 
are brought into the corrals with the 
herd are divided In the same way 
among all the ranchmen belonging to 
the "range” in a ratio based upon the 
number of producing animals turned 
loose in the spring. 
The time of the men during tho round 
lip is taken up with keeping the cattle 
together, “cutting out" I he beef steers 
and cows and calves and branding tile 
unmarked animals. 
The latter opera­ 
tion is done by lassoing the animal by 
the horns and hind legs and then 
throwing it over on oui1 side. 
The 
trained ponies which hold the lariats 
taut and thus prevent the struggles of 
the roped beef are here of much sorv- 1 
ice. 
With a long handled iron heated 
to a white heat and bearing on its flat | 
surface distinctive marks or letters the j 
cowboy burns into the animal's flank or ;

They w ill all 
try, however, to penetrate as far south 
as possible. 
The three antarctic exploring parties 
that w ill set out in tbt* near future are 
British, German and Swedish. 
The 
British and German expeditions are 
about on a par in size, while the 
Sw edes are content with one on a more 
modest scale. 
Leading th** British par­ 
ty is Captain Robert Falcon Scott of 
the royal navy. 
Ills ship is known as 
the Discovery.

In order to free gold 
from arsenic and from antimony, with 
which it Is sometimes mixed, we take 
advantage of the volatility of these 
tw o bodies by heating strongly. A red­ 
dish brown alloy almost as hard as iron 
and strong enough for certain horo­ 
logical mechanisms is obtained by fus­ 
ing 18 parts of gold with 13 of copper, 
l l of silver and d of palladium.

metal employed for the manufacture of 
cheap articles is composed of bo parts 
of copper, 2.5 of gold and 2.5 of alu­ 
minium.
